How to Cut and Cure Hams 

TliQ "Faniior's Homo Juurnar'givcs 
tho following: It is iiauortiiiit that tho 
meat after dicssiug should becomo 
thoroughly cool, aud this will alwayw 
be tho case if it id kept over a iii^'hi 
or a day with the theniioineU'r down 
to forty dogrooy. Cut the Hhoulder- 
blade so as to make tlio middling as 
large as possible. Take out tho rihs, 
and your doing so will leave only the 
shoulder and ham with tho bone in 
thom. The pieces should bo neatly 
trimmed with a sharp knil'o — the ham 
should be rounded aud cut luose at tho 
flesh end; and oven a poftiou of the 
bone should be sawed away, so as to 
round oii'tho piece. Spriukieover tho 
fleshy portion of the ham as much 
powdered saltpetre as will lie on a 
nickel — then rub on about a table- 
spoonful of common molasses or tho 
same quantity of browu sugar. To 
prevent damage by skippors, the lleshy 
part may be covered with black ground 
pepper. After acting in accordance 
■with tho foregoing iustruetions, the 
next step is to covcv the wliule with 
salt, packed on and rubbotl on tiio 
hock. Place t!ie pieces iu a box, not 
more than throe deep at first, and iu 
from four to six weeks, dopcnding on 
whether tho weather is cold or moder- 
ate, the moat will bo ready to smoko. 
It is best to smoke with greeu hickory 
or sugar tree. Do not "heat" iu smok- 
ing. Ouxed thus, the sweetest of h a in s 
can fee made. The amount of saltpe- 
ter and molasses may be slightly varied 
to suit the size of tho moat, aud also 
it must bo remembered that small 
meat will take sooner than largo, meat 
does not take salt wheu frozen. Peo- 
ple do not usually sugar-euro Bhould- 
ers, but only salt and smoko them. 
Pork packers made a pickle of saltpeter 
ka., in brine. Each packing houso 
has its peculiar receipt, but no one 
house can surpass a country ham 
quickly cured on tho plan which we 
have recommended. Ibims abouldbo 
canvased after smoking to ju-otuct 
them from the ily. Some do not 
apply black pepper until tho meat is 
ready to put up for smoking, 

Home Life a Hus-dkiji Ykaus Ago.— 
One hundred years ago not a pound 
coal or a cubic foot of illuminating 
gas had been burned in the country. 
No iron stoves were used and no con- 
trivances for econoiiiiziiig boat were 
employed until Dr. i''ranklia inveutod 
the iron framed lirt'])laeo which still 
bears his name. All the cooking and 
warming in town and ccnmtiy wero 
done by the aid of lire kintlled (m a 
brick hearth or in tho brick oven. I'ino 
knots or tallow candles furinshed llu! 
light for the loug winter niglits, and 
supplied the place of rugs and carpets. 
The water used for household purposes 
was drawn from decj) wells i)y tlie 
creaking "swoop." No foiin of pump 
was used iu this cduutry, .so far as we 
cau learn, until after tho commence- 
ment of the present century. There 
wore no friction matches in those 
early days, by tho aid of whicli a lire 
could bo easily kindled, and if tiie Ih-o 
"wont out" ou tho health over night, 
and the tinder was damp so tho spark 
would not catch, tho alternative re- 
taained of wading through the enow 
a mile or so to borrow a brand of a 
naighbor. Only one room in any houso 
was warmed unless homo of the family 
was ill; m all the rest the teinjieratine 
was at zero durintr many niglits in the 
wiuter. The men and women of a 
hundred years ago undressed and 
wont to their beds in a temperature 
colder than that of our modern barns 
aud woodsheds, and they never com- 
plained. — Am. jiiiiicr. 

A To.siBSTONK Diriuri.rv. — An ex- 
traordinary tombstone dispute has ar- 
isen at Wadsley-bridge.near Sheffield. 
Tho widow of one Benjamin Keeton, a 
recently deceased cricketer of s(jine 
local renown, has elected a tombstone 
to hor husband's memniy, un which i.s 
carved a sot of stump.s about, a foot 
high, with bat and ball. The vicar 
ftnd churchwardens declare the stone 
was ourroptitionsly fried and have or- 
dered its removal, which lias caused 
intonao local oxoitomout.— Mall U<i- 
telle.

CIVIC ATFAmS. 

A rocont writer has doaoribocl a class 
o£ men of whiob, nnfortunatoly, there ex- 
ist a foW ropresentntivea iu this City, as 
'•liobbyridora who tilt at uU tho :viiHl- 
mills in their way, and rido nftor all tho 
rainbows that fall lioncaih eiu'th an.l sky; 
wlio tlo battle with lihaJows, and raako 
themselvoB tho championij of phantotiiH; 
who are ubiquitous aud irrejirossiblo, aiul 
who, in abort, como UQilur tho generic 
hoad of nuiaonoes to tho society that ho bis 
thorn." We have been indacod to oftor 
this quotation in consequence of tho ap- 
pearance in a local print of an article 
which ftssames to deal with a subject of 
■which tho writer, from beginning to end, 
shows that ho is unconversunt— indoea, 
profoundly iguoL-aiit. AYo refer to the 
report on Civio fiuauces by tho Coianiit- 
tee of the City Council, which ia handled 
iu a manner so oxtraordiinuy by the print 
in question that the Commilloe will Ihul 
it diflicultto rucogni/.i3 their own bantling 
after the terrible mauling through wliii^h 
it has been made to pus.s. Tlio writer 
oomuiences by *B3uming that the report 
"vindicates tho late Mayor aud Cuimi'il- 
lora from tho villauous charges brought, 
Bgainst them by Tuij Colonist," and then 
proeoeda immediately tu declare that we 
charged the Town Clerk (.Mr. Jioigh) 
with •'embezzling or appropriating to his 
own use" the mouie.s comprised iu the 
Suspense Account, To this assertion, al- 
though coming from a thoroughly worth- 
loss source, we give a positive denial, 
"We never even hinted that jNIr. 
Loigh had used a sixpence that did uot 
belong to him. All through the bitter 
controversy which wo waged with suc- 
oes>, and, considering' tho provocation wo 
received, with moderation, we never ut- 
tered one word that would retloot iu the 
Blighlost degree upon the integrity of tho 
City Clerk. No article will bo found iu 
our lilos that will bear any such construc- 
tiou. If the writer, whose positiveue.ss is 
only equalled by his iguorance, and the 
two are of appalling magnitude, can lind 
the authority wo bliould bo glad to see it. 
Purthor on this builder of pyramids point 
downwards asserts that we stated that the 
ex-Mayor had appropriated funds intend- 
ed for small-pox HUllorers to hisownuaoa. 
This assertion we also pronounce as un- 
founded. What we .said was that tho 
Mayor had drawu considerable sums of 
City money for sanitary purposes for 
which no voucher could bo found. In 
this statement we ara supported by the 
Government Auditor's report, and tho 
City Finance Committee's report says:— 
"\i'o consider that this amount has been 
B..ti3factorily accounted for, although we 
think there 'has boon suinc ii rejulurili/ in 
the way in which the puyuienis have licen 
made." Now, we say that tho act of tho 
ex-Mayor in drawing money from the 
City funds and expending it as ho did 
was unlawful aud irrcgnlar and naturally 
guvo ri.so to suspicious which, had ho 
pursued a proper conrsc, would not bavo 
beeu entertained. The writer after iu- 
dnlgiug iu an appc.il f^r fuirplay aud lirit 
ish justice, and ail that aort of thing, be- 
cause we preferred to print the Commit- 
tee's report in full to producing it in an 
incomplote form, proceeds to say: 

"There was also another untruth — that 
the city was linanoi.dly liankrupt— which 
This Colonist per.sii;ti-ntly ln-r.ddcd forth 
in its oolumns previous to the late Muni- 
oipal election, which has nl-o Ik.h'U ell ;ct 
nally disposed of by the r< port of xXm i i- 
nauce Committeo." 

Well, now, who i^; responsible for thi'.t 
"untruth," if it be one? Not Tin; 
Coi.o.NisT, surely. We IjiU repeated the 
ox-Mayor's reni.'u k nlto: .-d :it a public 
moeling of the Ciiy Counoil on the 2'Jth 
of aeptembor last. A proposition was 
brought forward to erect two additional 
gas lamps in a certain part of the city, 
and tho Standard of th(> following morn- 
ing reports tho then .Mayor as foJleWB : 

"The Mayou said Tiiii: C'-ouxcil avas 
I).lS-ni!Ul'T, and had w./'iin;/ to spend on 
iampti at pi e<i:nt. A !ur,/c a:,ioun'. was dw. 
at the Bank in a short time, and Ihc Council 
could not authorize any farther e.cpendU'irc 
ut present." 

Lastly, wo find the writer making tho 
following icmaikable stutoment: 

" Tliere uan a .siirphm in^lsad ii/a deficien- 
cy to the credit of the city at the clnw uf tin: 
fiscaL year. The Tiuaiico (Jonuuittnu's 
Btatomont is plain, aud wo again repro- 
duce it. It shows a balance to the credit of 
the city on 31s/ Decembe)-, 187C, of IjJlO,- 
911,911." 

Waa there ever on this mundane sphere 
as great a display of ilcnse ignorance or 
wilful porveision as crops out iu the 
above (^notation'? Hero is the i'lnaiico 
Committee's report ii'ctually showing a 
deficit of 810,911.92, and the writer has 
the assurance to assort, for tho purpose of 
"molting ft point," that tho balance is on 
tke other side of tho ledger. Wluit bo- 
OiDiecf tho linoly-wove theories of this 
infatuated, self-sutlicicnt man, who scckri 
to make hunsolf the pivoton which evi.ry- 
tbing horoubout nhall turn, and is caught 
throe times in a single column of seuti- 
montal nonsense toUiug falsehoods so

An iuquest was hold nt noon yostorday 
on tho body ot an Indian woman picked 
up on Wednesday last near Kaco Bocks. 

Tho following Jury watj ompannoUod: 
O.Malloy,foreman, J.Jaokaou, II. Knight, 
H. Qaydon, Wm. Claiko, lly. Foster. 
The remains of the deceased which wero 
lying at Mr.ytorey'a having been examin- 
ed by tho jurors, the Coroner, Hon. Mr. 
Fembcrton ordered tho first v.-itness to lie 
called. Mr. Johu Baptiato DeChauiii 
being sworn, stated that deceased was 
his wife; that slio wa.s about -10 yoaiB of 
ag(S that nhe belonged to tho Soiigish 
tribo, and was a sister of tho old King 
Fieezy; saw her alive on Monday last; sho 
was thon in good health and Bpirits. Sho 
loft in company with an ludi in named 
Peter a sou of King Fioazy's. Sho loft 
to go to Sooko to fetch soiuii gooils and 
promised to bo back on Tuesday night. 
Gid not see her again until sho was 
brought back in the canoe dead. Saw 
Peter on Wednesday night at the ferry, 
asked for his wife. Peter denied all know- 
ledge of hor. Witnii.iH Kaid, ytui wero 
hireil to tuko her to Sooko; what have you 
doiK^ with liur? Fotor said he gottirunlc, 
and the woniiia scolded him, and ho left 
her at Bocky Foiut, returning from Ihero 
on foot and iilouo. Peter was sober at the 
tiiue witness saw him. Witness stated 
that docoaaed iiad Si5o.75 in bilver on 
Sunday night, most of which was on her 
i;er.<on wlien leaving with Fetor Frtu'/.y. 
WitiioHS had not seuu L'eUtv since Wetl- 
nesday oveuing and did not know whuro 
ho was. 

Mr. Thos. Argylo of Rocky Point was 
the next witness called, and deposed tlmt 
he was the keeper of the light houso ut 
Haco Bocks. That on Wo Inosduy lust 
about U a.m. witness lult tin* light house 
to go to tho laud. On tho way ])icke<l uj) 
a canoo bottom up; on righting the canoe 
witiiOiS iliscjvercd tho body of an Indian 
woman oiitaugled with tho ropes att iehed 
to the cauoo. Took the body ashore auil 
went up to Mr. Parker'^, houso. Eiani- 
iiiod ttie corpse in company with the as- 
siatant light keeper. 

Tho body aiipoared to witness to luivo 
Ijeeii m tlie water about hours. Aft(!r 
b.iiling out tho canoo aud laying tho body- 
in it, blood began to oo/.o from aover.il 
small wound.s on tho forehead of tho 
corpse. From what his son told him 
witness went and examined a barn which 
belonged to hiiu, and found that two 
planks had beon broken out aud carefully 
put back. Docoused searched tho body 
and found only a few i)iecos of tobacco, 
i'horo iiad boon fair weather and nething 
to cause tlio cauoo to capsi/.o so far as 
witness could «ay. Tho canoo was toiiiid 
about 700 or HOO yards from shore. Wit- 
ness said his son had told him that there 
was blood on a hay fork in the barn. (To 
Dr. Matlhaw — The tines of the fork wero 
three iu number, and nearly three inohea 
apart. 

Dr. J. B. Matthews, sivorn, deposed 
tlutt be had oxaniiiieil the body of docoa.s- 
olI and found two punctured wounds one 
HI each orbit. Tlu) oiio near tho loft eye 
wa.'<;i,'j inches deep, aud that near tho 
right eye wan iiicli. They appeared 
to have been m ido with some sharp 
pointed inslriimont. ICitlier o[ the \tou iids 
was siillicient to cauie death as they peii- 
etratod to tlio brain. 

Jas. Parsons, sworn, deposed that ho 
was present when Dr. Matthews examin- 
ed the corpse and found one dollar tied 
in the lower end of hor pocket. 

This closod the ovidoiice, and the Coro- 
ner having adilrcased tho jury slioi tly on 
tho points of tho case they returned a ver- 
dict without retiring to tho elTect "That 
tho deceased camo to her death from 
wounds inflicted by a sharp pointed in- 
strument in tho hands of some persons 
nnkuown." 

Tho Coroner said that he fully agreed 
with ;ho verdict thuy rendered antl dis- 
missed the jury.

In con- 
clusion, till' good n iiim of Fngldnd was 
never nioio completely nt Mtako. If in- 
surgents din in oiir ears llio mainten- 
ance of I'ritish interest! and of every 
word of suspicion, again I ask it the 
abuse of Ihoso unhappy Turkish Oliris- 
tians, who, having been enslaved, if their 
hopes arc necessary in such respects, even 
to the de<raorali/.dig influence of slavery; 
if the reeuiit invent ion of the Turkish 
constitution is made tuorderaud intended 
to act as a bar to representatives at tho 
coiiferenoe; if by these things you are 
going to be drawn aside from the great 
jjuriioi^os you have in view, then we shall

than tho noblest of all losaous which you 
have received from a long line of ances- 
tors .

room, it is Bometliing marvellous that 
no one was injured.

Whhen tho Charlevoix contostod elec- 
tion case conies up as expected ut this Bit- 
ting of tlio Supreme Court, ox-Speaker 
Cockburii, Laugeviii'a counsel, will movo 
an iidjournmoiit till next i-itting, on tho 
ground that he has not been furnisliod 
with ail English copy of the jiidgrneut to 
ho reviewed. By this means Laugevin 
ho|)es to retain his seat in Parliament 
next session, he haying no hope that 
Judge Eoutbier's decision will be sustain- 
ed by the Supremo Court. 

Mo.NTiirAL, Jan. 17. — The latest scheme 
to bridge tho St. Lawrence Bivor is start- 
ed in the interest of tho Montreal, Ottawa 
and Western Kailway, and the North 
Shore Railway on the North shore, and 
tho Montreal, Portland and-Boston Rail- 
wiiy on the South. Application is to bo 
mado lo Parliament to build a bridgo 
from tho upper part of tho municipality 
nf tionguouil tn St. Holon'ii Islaml. from 
tho island it is tho iutontiou to ferry 
trains across the St. Mary's curront to the 
city, and thus avoid obstructing tho 
navigable cliannol At this narrow point, 
with heavy piers. Tho south channel of 
the river being too shallow to bo used for 
navigation, no objection can bo offeied to 
bridging it, which can be dono at a com- 
paratively low cost, as tho rivor is rocky 
nnd shallow. It is believed that owing to 
tho swiftness of the St. Mary's curnnit a 
powerful and suitibly constructed forry 
boat can successfully mako a passage 
across from the city to St. Helen's Is- 
land all the year round.

How Long People will Live. 

"We hear much said about the Onosr- 
tainty of human life, but wo are apt to 
ignore the, fact that it is only to a man's 
individual existeueo that this uncer- 
tainty attaches. Nothing isiuoro con- 
clusively established, for example, 
than that the dread reoiDor's scythe 
cuts a clean swathe over the surface 
of the earth every 315 years, gathering 
into eternity, during every century, 
so to speak, three full Buccessive crops 
of buinauit. Thus ovei'y year, as it 
wings its lliglit, takes note of the death 
throes of thirty million mortals, who 
at tho rate of ono in every second of 
time, or ninety thousand each day, 
oxperionco a chango of worlds. Their 
places aro supplied by births iu equal 
number, and tiiis new growth springs 
u]} to meet its fate from the same 
ecythe's inexorable sweep. One quar- 
ter of all who are bora die before they 
aro seven years of age ; only one-half 
pass their ssvculceutli year. There 
is, tlieieforo, a natural law of 
morality, the operations of which, 
while they may appear eccentric, un- 
certain and irregular, as to individuals 
aro lixed, systematic aud calculable 
when applied to masses or comiunnitieH 
of men. 

For instance an English writer has 
a.ssorled tliat out of ll)O,00O persous 
borii at any particular time a certain 
number will yield up t'ueir life each 
year; iu words, tho aggregate will be 
diminished in an iuereusing but regu- 
lar proportion till none are left alive. 
Of the entire number named, only 
one-half will reach 45 years of age, 
CO,-i;)l will live to the age of 29: and 
out of the survivors exactly one iu a 
hundred will dieiu the lollowing year. 
37,'J97 will live to be GO years old; and 
1,1*21 will die in their sixtieth year. 
So nicely, as well as frequently, have 
such observations beeu made, that 
rules comparatively correct may even 
be applied to largo iiuiiibers cf per- 
Koti-s of the same ago. Tiking 10,0l;0 
]iersonsat tho ag-' of 52, wo will lind 
that 152 will die before reaching 53, 
and so on. It ia said that, with refor- 
oiice to the wliolc population of Lon- 
don, tho siiiue iiuiuber of denths by 
coiisuiuptiou occur iu that city each 
year, and similar regularity is confi- 
dently predicated of the various other 
coutigencies to which life is subject.
